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“LOWE nny life to the existence of 


this hospital cand the treatment 1 
Tevvived,” declared the Shiite pa- 
lient as he lay stretched out on his 
bed in the Marjayoun hospital inside 
the Security Zone in South Leba- 
non. 

“There is na other hospital in the 
region with these favilities. 1 was 
brought here in the nick of time. Flad 
there been any delay, 1 would mast 
probably have died,” he added. 

The man, who gave his name as 
Mohammed, was recuperating after 
successfully undergoing un emergen- 
cy operation for acute appendicitis. 
The 37-year-old father of three said 
he hailed from a small Shi'ite settle- 
ment near the village of Huleh, less 
than 20 kilometres from the pre- 
dominantly Christian township of 
Marjayoun and the Israeli-backed 
huspital there. 

Mohammed's wife hovered anx- 
iously by his bedside as he answered 
questions abeut relations between 
the game's Christian, Druse and 
Shiite residents and Israel. 

“YT see Israelis us my friends, re- 
gardless of what other Shi'ites north 
of the zone might think and do,” said 
Mohammed, speaking through an 
interpreter. “The treatment 1 have 
received here has only served to 
strengthen my views. | regard those 
who try to force me to do something 
as my enemies. Israel has only 
helped me and I am very grateful.” 

Mohammed's comments were 
echoed by a 63-year-old Drusc dig- 
nitary, suffering from back pains, 
who had driven in from his village, 
Hasbiyeh, for acheck-up. Like other 
patients interviewed during a brief 
visit to Marjayoun last week, he had 
nothing but praise for the hospital, 
its staff and the (sraeli_ authorities 
who provided the wherewithal to run 
it. 

The hospital, on a hilltop facing 
the distant peaks of Mt. Hermon still 
pock-marked with patches of snow, 
is one of several projects supported 
by Israeli funds and know-how 
which have been initiated inside the 
Security Zone for the benefit of the 
tegion’s 200,000 residents. 

Tt is also an indication of the depth 
of Israel's involvement in local 
affairs -- for tactical as well as huma- 
nitarian reasons —two years alter the 
IDF's withdrawa! from the rest of 
South Lebanon. 

During that period, the Security 
Zone and the IDF's continued pre- 
sence have become recognized as the 
accepted norm. In the process, there 
has also been a gradual but inexor- 
able change in the attitude of the 
civilian populace towards Israel. An 
increasing number of residents are 
coming to regard Israel not only as 
the most dominant force, but the “de 
facto™ authority for the area. 

This psychological shift in think- 
ing is due to a combination of fac- 
tors, including the callapse of the 
Lebanese government and the de- 
teriorating economic situation. 

The central government continues 
to inject some funds into the region, 
in the form of subsidies on basic. 

_ commodities and the payment of 
wages and pensions to civil setvants, 
retired workers, army veterans and 
so forth. 

Money for the provision and up- 
keep of services, however, including 
ronds, health care, development 
projects and public works, is almost 
non-existent. The Security Zone 
has, in effect, become an indepen- 
dent canton, having to rely on its 

-own means for services previously 
funded by the Lebanese govern- 

“ment. 

Under such circumstances, it is 
small wonder that community lead- 


ers are looking to Israel to fill the Lebanon 


breach, as orphans would to surro- 
gate parents.” ~ a

The pleas have placed the [sraeli 
authorities in something of a dilem- 
mu. On the one hand, Israel with the 
memory of the Lebanon war still 
fresh, has no desire to become loo 
involved in civilian matters and 
thereby run the risk of being accused 
of annesing part of [ ebanon, Politi- 
cians from all sides of the spectuum 
have made it abundantly clear on 
numerous occasions thal israel 
daims not even one centimeue of 
Lebunese tenitury. 

On the other hand, the Securily 
Zone is seen as awn essential aspeet in 
the overall simulegy of trying lo en- 
sure the security of Isracl’s neithern 
settlements. 

Common sense, therefore, dic- 
tates the necessity of catering to al 
least the essential needs of the local 
inhabitants in an effort to win their 
goodwill, if not outright respect. 

“It was inevitable for somebody to 
care for the basic needs υ the incige- 
nous population «ind keep them hap- 
py and not subversive," said an 
Israeli observer. He noted that the 
last thing Israel needed was hostile 
elements or terrorist collaborators 
among local residents of the zane. 

Providing some assistance und 
showing the practical benedits of 
liaison with Istacl wits one way of 
keeping the residents content. 

The alternative would be τὸ do 
nothing. But that would prob:bly 
mean increasing the number of sol- 
diers to control rebellious factions 
within the zone as well us to fight 
those outside its borders. 

There are also humanitarian con- 
siderations for residents of a legion 
which is designed to bear the brunt 
of terrorist activities, as well as mor- 
al obligations to the families of the 
2,700 troops serving with the South 
Lebanese Army and the soldiers 
themselves. 


ISRAEL'S response to repeated re- 
quests for more civilian nid has been 
financially modest, but sign 
The Marjayoun hospital is a cis 
point. It was originally established in 
1964 and for 12 years operated as ἃ 
small but efficient gencra! hospital 
with 50 beds. 

Then came the civil war and many 

lors fled the region, leaving the 
hospital without sufficient staff to 
Provide much more than first aid. 
Patients requiring hospitalization 
were directed to Beirut or Sidon 
where they were lucky to he admit- 
tedat all—and then only if they could 
afford the high fees. 

Tt was at this time, with tentative 
relations developing between Isracl 
‘and Major Sa’ad Haddad's South 

banese Christian militia, that 
appeals were mude to allow patients 
to be treated at Isracli hospitals. The 
Good Fence border crossing was 
Opened at Metulla. Ambulances 
Were provided at the checkpoint and 
later a smail clinic was established. 

Ttwas a natural extension to furth- 
er help the local inhabitants by 

Inging in Israeli doctors to man the 
all-but-disused. hospital in Mar- 
Jayoun. At that time, very few pa- 
tients were hospitalized as the 

lis did not stay overnight. 

At the beginning of the Lebanon 
war in June 1982, the decision was 
faken to try and run the hospital 
Properly. The loca! staff who had 
Stayed behind were reluctant, 

owever, to cooperate with the 

sraelis. until they were sure which 

Way the wind was blowing. They 

fevunued to teceive their salaries 
Tom Beirut, but stayed home. 

πω Situation changed during 

4, when residents recognized that 

's Security Zone had become an 
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irreversible fact. At the same time, 
thousands of people, mostly Christ- 
iuns, poured into the Security Zone 
to escape fighting further north. 
Among the newcomers were many 
doctors, including several who had 
earlicr fled the civil strife in the 
south. 

There were enough doctors and 
nurses to fully staff the hospital, but 
the building itself proved too small 
to meet the population's burgeoning 
health needs, especially in the 
nuternity department. 

Anavernge of 30 patients a month 
were still being transferred for treat- 
ment to hospitals in Israel, at con- 
siderable expense to the [sraeli tax- 
payer. ; Sons gt 

The Israeli authorities, in con- 
junction with the Christian-backed 
Middie East Television (MET), de- 
cided on an ambitious project to 
expand the hospital, improve facili- 
ties and raise the standard of treat- 
ment. MET raised $500,000, mainly 
in America, towards the construc- 
tion of a new wing with an extra 20 
beds, while Israel pumped in $2 
million for equipment, medicines, 
staff wages and general upkeep. 

Today the hospital is equipped 
with some of the most sophisticated 
equipment available and provides a 
wide range of medical services. The 
180-strong work-force, including 35 
doctors, are all Lebanese who liaise 
with Israeli technical advisers. 

The hospital also has begun hand- 
ling more complex surgical cases. Th 
one recent case, doctors performed a 
complicated artery transplant on 8 
SLA soldier suffering from serious 
leg wounds as a result of an ambush 


by Hizbullah gunmeg. The soldier 
made a full recovery and subse- 
quently returned to his unit. 

Patients treated at Marjayoun 
hospital are required to pay only a 
nominal fee. Nevertheless, Israeli 
sources maintain that, in the long 
term, funding the hospital was 
cheaper than subsidizing the travel 
and hospitalization costs of 
Lebaneét patients treated in Israel. 

“The existence of the hospital on 
their doorstep gives the residents ἃ 
sense of normalcy in their daily 
lives," suid Dr. Arie, an Israeli 
adviser at the hospital. “The aim is 
to assist the civilian population. In 
return we receive more cooperation 
and greater understanding,” he 
added. 

Medical director Dr. H. Mady, a 
qualified urologist, said the hospital 
was now treating up to 200 cases a 
week, although the majority did not 
require overnight stays. “We even 
get patients from outside the Secur- 
ity Zone, from as far north as 
Beirut," he said. “They come here 
because of the facilities and because 
medical care elsewhere is very ex- 

nsive. 

“The hospital fulfils a vital func- 
tion in the region. People are very 
aware of what Israel has done for 


them and there is a great deal of © 


appreciation," he added. 
The success of the Marjayoun pro- 


ject has prompted Israeli authorities. 


to try and develop another hospital 
in the ‘predominantly Shi'ite popu- 
lated region in the central sector of 
the Security Zone. ᾿ 

At present, the building is used 
both as a general and a dental clinic, 
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with 15 maternity beds. The plan is 
to gradually enlarge the premises 
and build up facifities. The fact that 
local Shi'ite doctors and nurses have 
already agreed to staff the new hos- 
pital is a major breakthrough. 


MEDICAL CARE is only one of the 
manifestations of Isrueli aid to resi- 
dents of the Security Zone. Along 
the coast, near the village of Nakura, 
the finishing touches are being put to 
a new port. 

The compact, but highly efficient 
artificial harbour, is known locally 
by the name of the IDF major who 
designed and supervised its con- 
struction. Original estimates for the 
job, supplied by Israeli contractors, 
ranged from $1.5 million to 313 
million and was scheduled to take 
three years. The IDF major and his 
all-Lebanese wark-force completed 
the task in less than half that time, at 
a cost of only $350,000 which was 
provided by SLA commander Gen. 
Antoine Lahad. 

The port, with its 170-metre-long 
jetty, can accommodate ships 
varying in size from 1,500 tons to 
3,500 tons which, although small, 
are sufficient to meet the import and 
export needs of Security Zone resi- 
dents. 3 

Its importance, in helping to make 
the Security Zone self-sufficient, 
cannot be stressed too much. The 
port also ensures safe and direct 
passage, by regular ferry boat, for 
Christian residents (o and from 
Beirut. Sn the past, they either had to 
travel across country, through re- 
gions controlled by various warring 
factions, or go by way of an Israeli 


port or airport. 

Israeli exports ta the Security 
Zone, via the Nakura port, totailed 
over $3 million lust year. The figure 
is expected to rise even higher this 
year. However, the bulk of the trade 
is between the zone und Beirut, with 
local farmers shipping their agri- 
cultural products north, and import- 
ing mainly consumer products and 
construction materials from the 
Lebanese capital. 

Alta later stage, petrol and diesel 
sturage tanks are slated to be built 
alongside the wharf. 

In other fields, toa, Israel is help- 
ing residents uf the zone, including 
advice on more efficient and econo- 
mic crup cultivation and livestock 
breeding. 

More than 900 residents of the 
zone cross the border each day, as 
they have for several years, to work 
in fields, factories, hotels, res- 
taurants and forests. Wages and con- 
ditions are excellent by Lebanese 
stundards, despite the fact that the 
migrant workers normally perform 
the low-paid, menial tasks scorned 
by Israelis. 


ALTOGETHER the Defence 
Ministry allocates $3 million a year 
for civilian projects in the Security 
Zone. The bulk of the money in the 
past has been spent an developing 
and expanding medical facilities at 
Marjayoun hospital and on the new 
hospital project. 

Ostensibly, Isracii authorities are 
trying to encourage the local inhubi- 
tants to run their own affairs, inde- 
pendent of Israeli aid. Regional 
cuuncil committees have been δ: 
lished throughout the zone to act a 
coordinators between the mililary 
and the civilian population. 

Such ideas sound fine in theory. 
The reality is somewhat different. 
Taxes, even on a local hasis, are 
completely alien τὰ the Lebanese 
mentality and way of life. Hence, 
there are nu municipulities us such 
and no funds for public works pro- 
jects. In the pust financing for such 
development was channelled from 
the central government. 

As this source of funding has dried 
up, Virtually no maintenance or new 
development work has been carried 
out for the past few yenrs. The 
evidence of this neglect is apparent 
in the poor roads, full of pot-holes 
and tacking proper surfaces, which 
have been pounded to pieces by 
passing military traffic. 

Water and sewerage systems, elect- 
ricity and telephone lines, with the 
exception οἵ those installed by the 
IDF, are in an equally dilapidated 
State. 

Road improvements are now 
-under way, judging by the piles of 
bulidozed earth alongside certain 
“main highways.” 

Tt would cost huge sums to reno- 
vate all the roads inside the Security 
Zone and bring them up to even 
minimum standards. Yet it is for 
these and numerous other projects 
that leaders of the ethnic communi- 
ties in the zone are now requesting 
increased aid from Israel. 

Israel may well have to accede to 
some of the appeals, albeit in greatly 
modified versions, including the pos- 
sibility of encouraging private inves- 
tors to set up small businesses 
“across the border.” 

“We are not going to initiate 
grand development plans, but where 
it comes to matters of health, roads, 
electricity generation and supply, 
and employment, ! think we will 

have to help,” said an Israeli source. 

“We have to weigh the costs and 
the advantages against the alterna- 
tives. However, I don’t think we will 
have any choice but to increase our 
support for the civilian population,” 
he added. 5

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THE BRIGEIT sunshine glistened 
on the barrel of the machinegun on 
the armoured personnel carrier as it 
fowed a broken-down hulf-track into 
the compound, 


The bluc-painted vehicles, like the - 


Kalashnikov-wielding soldiers man- 
ning them, belong to the South 
Lebanese Army. The troops jumped 
down, shouting greetings to their 
compatriots. One ran off, still clad in 
his battle fatigues und combat 
pouches, presumably to grab a quick 
cup of coffee at his hame nearby, 
before returning to his duties. 

At the checkpoint on the main 
road outside the SLA outpost, a 
soldier on sentry duty flagged down 
an approaching white Mercedes car 
fur a routine inspection. Two nmiore 
cars wiited alongside the concrete 
blocks further up the road for their 
turn to pass through. 

Life seemed normal in this part 
οἱ southern Lebanon, called the 
Security Zone. 

Five years have passed since 
IDF troops and armoured vehi- 
cles stormed acrass the border, with 
aerial support, to drive out Palesti- 
nian terrorists in what was supposed 
to be a short, decisive campaign 
ensuring “peace for Galilee.” [t is 
nearly (wo years since the comple- 
tion of the phased and orderly with- 
drawal which finally extricated the 
urmy from the Lebanese quagmire in 
which it had become bogged down. 

The Lebanon War, as it subse- 
quently came to be known, only 
partially achieved its aims. ‘The 
majority of the Palestinian terrorists 
were driven out, only (o be replaced 
by a new and very different kind of 
enemy -: Shiite extremists whose 
initial suicide car bomb attacks on 
IDF targets extracted a heavy toll 
until measures were tnken to neut- 
ralize the threat, 

Since then, fanatical, Iranian- 
backed Islamic fundamentalists, 
members of the Hizbullah (Party of 
God), have beconie more sophisti- 
cated in their operations, 

Meanwhile, Palestinian fighters 
have returned to their fairs in the 
refugee camps around Tyre and 
Sidon and appear to have increased 
their capabilities despite poundings 
at the hands of Amal Shi'ite militia- 
men and more recently by the [sraeli 
Air Force. : 

The rise of the Hizbullah and the 
return of armed Palestinians to with- 
in striking distance of the Israeli 
border seems a poor, return for a 
three-year long war which cost the 
lives of over 650 IDF troops and 
added several more zeros to the 
country’s defence budget. 

In contrast, the expanded Security 
Zone has proved its worth as ‘a 
“relatively” inexpensive way of 
keeping terrorists oul and prevent- 
ing the Katyusha rocket bombard- 
ments of Israel's northern settle- 
ments that triggered the Lebanon 
War back in June 1982, 


SINCE THE IDF's pullback two 
years ago, not one lsraeli civilian has 
been killed in a terrorist attack ema- 
nating from Lebanon. There has been 
only one successful terrorist infiltra- 
tion of the Israeli border and one 
near miss. In both cases, ail the 
terrorists were killed before they 
could carry out planned atracities 
against Jewish civilians. 

The successful infiltration took 
place near Kibbutz Manara in 
Galilee last month. The three Fatah 
terrorists were tracked down and 
killed in a clash which cost the-lives 
of two IDF soldiers. 

The previous incident occurred in 
July last yeur slightly north of the 
Rosh Hanikra border crossing. The 
sea-borne attempt by four terrorist 
members of the Popular Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine was 
foiled by IDF troops who lost two 
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(Fop) An SLA armoured personnel carrier. (Ab 


men in ashoot-out with the gunmen. 

Altogether, 17 IDF soldiers:have 
been killed in the north and the 
Security Zone in the (wo years since 
the army's withdrawal from the rest 
of South Lebanon. In the sane 
period, according to reliable 
sources, 49 terrorist infiltration 
attempts have been thwarted inside 
the Security Zone itself. 

The northern settlements have 
meanwhile enjoyed a period of rela- 
tive calm, with the exception of the 
infiltration near Kibbutz Manara 
and a short spell of Katyusha rocket 
attacks last month which were all, 
apparently, timed to coincide with 
the Palestine National Council 
meeting in Algiers. 

For its part, the South Lebanese 
Army has performed credibly, de- 
spite initial concern at being left in 
the lurch immediately following the 
IDF's pultback, and a series of 
morale-sapping Hizbullah attackson 
SLA strongholds towards the end of 
1986 and earlier this year. The force 
has suffered 100 fatalities and over 
200 wounded while defending the 
Security Zone in the past two years. 

It is a high price for militiamen- 
turned-soldiers to pay. They spend 
long hours manning isolated out- 
posts, and performing routine sentry 
duty at various checkpoints, inside 
the zone and along ils northern bor- 
der, for the princely wage of be- 
tween $100 to $150 a month. 

There are, however, other com- 
pensations — not least the fact that 
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only relatives of serving SLA sol- 
diers are allowed to work-in Israel 
where the minimum wage is $300 a 
month, On that kind of combined 
income, in a country where grocery 
bills are ridiculously low by Israeli 
standards, a family can five in rela- 
tive comfort. 

The SLA soldiers, however, say 
they have another important reason 
for putting their lives on the line, 
They are defending their homes and 
their families and protecting their 
way of life. In so doing, they are also 
acting as ἃ front-line defence for 
Tsrael’s northern border.

ove) A Sherman tank, positioned near an SLA checkpoint. 
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It is a symbiotic relationship. Far 
performing their duties, the SLA 
soldiers are trained, equipped, sup- 
ported and puid by Isriel. 

According to reliable sources, it 
costs Israel about $17 million a year 
to equip and muintain the SLA and 
pay the soldiers’ salaries, in addition 
to the $3 million budgeted for civi- 
lian projects in the Security Zone. Jt 
is a small sum to pay for the added 
security afforded by the SLA, com- 
pared to the astronomical costs of 
the Lebanon War, and bearing in 
mind the price of one airplane, said 
the sources. 

For the minority Shi'ites, mem- 
bership in the SLA can and does 
bring them into armed confrontation 
with their extremist Shi'ite brethren 
north of the Security Zone. Yet they 
see no conflict of interest in siding 
with Christians and Druse. 

The name of the game is survival 
in a country where might is right. 
Israel is the dominant force along the 

.border and it thus serves the 
interests of local residents to throw 


in their lot with the Israeli-backed 
SLA.

But when it does, the loess soil 
of the desert doesn't absurb the 
water, which runs eastward in a 
thousand tiny streams. These feed 
the wadis, down which the water 
flows east across the Negev into the 
Arava, the section of the Syrian- 
Adrican rift that forms the eastern 
border of the Negev, between Isracl 
and Jordan, 

By the time the water reaches the 
Arava, it has become a raging tor- 
rent, usually known as a flash-flood, 
If it hits the Arava north of Be'er 
Menuha, the highest paint in the rift, 
the water thunders north to the 
Dend Sea, descending SOU metres in 
1241 kilometres; if it enters south of 
this point, it streams with rather less 
violence down to the Red Sea in 
Eilat, a descent of some Mtn. 
Either way, most of the water is lost. 

This has been the situation for 
thousands of years. Today, a joint 
scheme of the Jewish National Fund 
(INF) and the Mekorot water com- 
pany inteads to sluw down nature, 
The water going uorth should be 
trapped) by the newly-constnicted 
Tishet Dam at Nahal Hiyun, 95kn1. 
aurth of Eifat, and a mere (,260 
cubic metres per hour will be perusit- 
ted to flaw (hrough the L4-inch pipe 
under the dam. 

According 10 a survey canducted 
by Tahal, some 70 per cent of the 
water flowing down the Arava 
reaches the two scas, with 30 per 
cent replenishing the underground 
reserve from which the Arava seitle- 
ments pump their water, From now 
on ~ if the calculations are correct — 
the ratio will be reversed in the 
northern Arava, with only 30 per 
cent reaching the Dead Sea, and 70 
per cent supplying the underground 
reserves. 

Eventually, three more dams are 
planned for the benefit of the south- 
ern Arava, as well as the northern 
section, according to Shlomo 
Shaked, the JNF's director of land 
development in the Negev. 

‘The point is not only to replenish 
the underground reserve, which has 
become increasingly saline as the 
settlements have increased their 
pumping, explains the burly, soft- 
spoken Shaked, proudly taking us 
over the Eshet dam. The flash-floods 
also destroyed ficlds, crops and 
roads in the Arava. Many of the 
fields have been painstakingly cre- 
ated from the sandy soil trucked to 
the settlements by the INF, which 
has developed 10,000 dunams of 
arable land in tle Arava, 

The Eshet dam, built with the help 
of the Hadassah organization, at a 
cost of NIS 500,000 is 120m. long and 
17m. high. A team of 25, working 15 
giant tractors and earth-movers, 
took some three months to build it 
and a second retaining wall further 
east (to prevent the water escaping 
in that direction). The dam is now 
waiting for its first test, which may 
not come for several years. Because 
the dam has a huge catchment area, 
not much rain is needed to fill it; but 
the requisite amount only falls every 
few years. Even in this rainy year, 
the Arava only had 2 centimetres of 
rain, and Sinai about the same. 


THERE ARE currently 19 settle- 
ments in the Arava. The plan has 
been to build one new settlement 
every year, but in fact less than half 
that larget has been reached. The 
men working in the south blame the 
fact that the settlement drive has 
been directed to you-know-where, 
The Arava settlements are re- 
markably productive, exporting win- 
ter crops to Europe. As inthe Rafah 
area in Sinai, evacuated under the 
Tsrael-Egypt peace treaty, it is the

The tomatoes, aubergines, 
Peppers and Iceberg lettuce are 
transported to the airport in refriger- 
ated trucks. They are on the shelves 
in M&S stores all over Britain within

“Now just imagine,” says Shaked, 
“that a winter flood destroyed the 
crop, and the moshav let down 
Marks and Spencer. They would 
simply transfer their operation to the 
Canary Islands. That shows how 
important the dam is.” 

At 100m. above sea level, Paran, 
unlike the other Arava settlements, 
has the problem of winter frost. The 
moshay farmers have developed ing- 
enfous ways of dealing with it. One 
method is to operate giant fans, 
which raise the temperature by a 
crucial one degree centigrade. One

The organization 
Plants trees in army camps as well as 
in farming villages. “Today, in the 
Arava, we do it to improve the 
quality of life," says Cohen, a 
stocky, gnarled enthusiast. “Trees 
create greenery and shade, although 
down here they have to be watered 
as long as they live." -. ΠΝ:

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NOW THAT the Istael Festival has, 
atleast for the time being, got all that 
grand opera and Beethoven quartets 
and other such highbrow noise out of 
the way, we can get down to the 
important stuff — jazz. 

Following Cecil ‘Taylor's all-tau- 
izer at the beginning uf 
this week, jazé Cans can sturt looking 
forward to a line-up Chat features 
guitarists John Melaughlin and 
Paco de Lucia, and trumpeter Miles 
Davis. And immediate post-festival 
jazz is going to include singer Cleo 
Laine and saxophonist Jotinny 
Dankworth, reedman Gerry Mulli- 
gan, and the dynamic duo of Chick 
Corea (piano) and Gary Burton 
(vibes). 

McLaughlin and de Lucia have 
both appeared in Israel before, but 
not together. Nevertheless, fans who 
know their joint recordings (in trio 
with Larry Coryell) will testify that 
no other guitarists can create such an 
exciting blend of the Spanish and 
jazz traditions as these two masters. 

Born in Britain and raised in rock, 
McLaughlin moved to the U.S, in 
1969 and found a common spirit in 
the innovative drummer Anthony 
Williams. 


BY 1971, MCLAUGHLIN had 
formed the first of his Mahavishnu 
Orchestras (he would later reform it 
with pioneer violinist Jean-Luc Pon- 
ty). Playing Indian riffs on a double- 
necked guitar, McLaughlin pro- 
ceeded to expand in a variety of 
directions, as he wove his career 
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Jazz, etc. MadelineE. Kind

While recordings like Janer 
Mounting Flaine and Love, Devo- 
tion and Surrender could create νίο- 
lent disagreement among McLaugh- 
lin’s listeners, few could argue with 
the sheer quality of McLaughlin's art 
when he moved away from electro- 
uics and mysticism in the 1980s and 
felurned to the inexhaustible chal- 
lenge of the acoustic. 

De Lucia, meanwhile, was cutting 
his own path. Born to a peasant 
family in southern Spain in 1947, he 
established himself while still a 
youth as an undisputed flamenco 
master. 

By age 20, de Lucia was recording 
solo albums, pressing the flamenco 
style far beyond its traditional limits, 
and attracting international atten- 
tion, not least from such jazz artists 
as Chick Corea, with whom he began 
-working. It was through Corea that 
de Lucia came into contact with 
McLaughlin, and this resulted in 
their happy blending of guitar styles. 
De Lucia’s latest album, Sirocco, is 
his 27th recording and has been 
received with considerable acclaim. 

McLaughlin and de Lucia are 
slated for concerts at Jerusalem's 
Binyenei Ha’uma on June 3 at 9:30 
p.m. and on June 4 at 8:30 p.m., and

IT WAS AROUND the time of the 
Bitches Brewalbum thal Miles Davis 
begun winning « whole new genera- 
tion of fans and, not incidentally, 
‘alienating 4 good many of his old 
following. But Davis has always 
been something of a maverick. 

Born in East St. Louis 61 years 
ago, Davis first made his name in the 
early bop era of the 1950's, along 
with such legendary figures as Char- 
lie Parker and Dizzy Gillespie. Davis 
proved to have no taste for the next 
generation of innovators, which in- 
cluded Eric Dolphy, Ornette Cole- 
man and Cecil Taylor (all of whom at 
one time or another clustered 
around former Miles Davis Quintet 
member John Coletrane). ‘Instead, 
Davis looked to developments on 
the West Coast, and began forming 
ensembles that numbered such fresh 


faces as Wayne Shorter and Joe - 


Zawinul (later to form Weather Re- 
port), Herbie Hancock, Dave Hol- 
land, Tony Williams and John 
McLaughlin. 

Many of Davis's fans declared the 
moody In a Silent Way of the late 
1960s to be the last true jazz album 
the trumpeter would cut. Some 
loyalists hung on, but his subsequent 
recordings, which were increasingly 
delayed by long periods of semi- 
retirement, mainly appealed to post-

teenybappers. By the time Davis 
began singing the praises of Michael 
Jackson in the mid-1980s and other- 
wise declaring jazz dead, just about 
all of the man's traditional fans had 
quictly excused themselves. 

Wracked by ill-health, Davis in 
recent years has absented himself 
from the public for long periods, 
preferring to remain tucked away in’ 
the New York townhouse he shares 
with his wife, the actress Cecily 
Tyson. This summer, however, he is 
showing new energy as he makes the 
tounds of the major jazz festivals 
throughout Europe. 

Davis was once notorious for fait- 
ing to show up for gigs - and even 
then, as an expression of anger at 
racism in the music world, he often 
played with his back to the audience, 
so I suppose Israelis should be grate- 
ful if he keeps his dates here at all. 
But fans with fond memories of the 
bell-crystal harmonics and dazzling 
modal experiments of such record- 
ings as Sketches of Spain or Kind of 
Blue or Miles Smiles might be better 
off reminiscing over old times with

at their local cinema. 

Still, as ticket sales indicate, a lot 
of people simply aren’t going to pass 
up the chance to see a legend in the 
flesh - and the man with the horn 
may just surprise us yet. Davis, a 
last-minute addition to the Israel 
Festival, is slated for two gigs~at the 
Caesarea amphitheatre on May 31 
and at the Sultan's Pool in Jerusalem 
.on June 1. 


A REMINDER, too, that English 
vocalist Cleo Laine and hubby John- 
ny Dankworth are scheduled for 
Cuesarea on June 20 and 21, and st 
Jerusateny's Binyenci Ha'uma on 
June 22, Although the programme 
with the Dankworth Trio promises 
an evening largely devoted to jazz, 
Cleo’s fans know full well that the 
lady can wrap her tonsils around just 
about anything. 

The other week, for example, we 
happened to tune in to Kol Yisrael's 
classical music station (by mistake, 
naturally) and caught Cleo ripping 
through some Gilbert and Sullivan 
with an ease that was almost 
obscene.

FIT FOR 
PARADISE 


THE MAGNIFICENT exhibition of 
Islamic jewelry now at the Israel 
Museum is an extraordinarily inter- 
national one. The exhibits were 
made in many different countries, 
frequently by non-Moslems and 
often by Jews. Some of the hoards of 
treayures come from museums as far 
apart as Paris and Baltimore. The 
organiser and moving spirit is an 
American Jew. The private collec- 
tors who lent pieces include both 
Arabs and Jews. But the real signifi- 
cance of this exhibition lies in its 
successful attempt to date and clas- 
sify through scholarly investigation, 
it has, for instance, provided a 
methodology for dating Islamic 
rings. 

The show is the brainchild of Ben- 
Jamin Zucker, a young New York 
gem deuler and collector, who 
helped with the financing and 
mounting of the show as well as 
lending his own items and expertise. 
He was instrumental in obtaining a 
large treasure from the Walters Art 
Gallery of Baltimore and has 
arranged to have the entiré show 
move there.’ Other items on, view 
have come from the Louvre and the 
New York Metropolitan, as well as 
from the Ha'aretz Museum and the 
israel Museum's own collection. An 
important adjunct of the show is a 
forthcoming scholarly Arabic- 
Hebrew-English ‘study of the gems 
and rings in the Zucker collection, 
by Derek J. Content, a leading histo- 
rian and’ dealer from Maine who is 
also currently here to help with the 


exhibition and to lecture. A cheaper 
Hebrew-Arabic pamphlet-cum- 
catalogue is also available. 


Zucker is also honorary chairman 
and sponsor of ain international sym- 
posium on jewelry and goldsmithing 
in the Islamic world to take place at 
the museum June 28 -July 30, 


All the captions to the beautifully 
presented show, which offers some- 
thing of a cross-section of Islamic 
jewelry since the sixth century, are in 
Arabic as well as in Hebrew and 
English. However, a whole section 
of the show is devoted to the de- 
velopment of Arab calligraphy; and 
the wonderful examples, displayed 
by periods and stylistic changes, are 
a key to dating rings and other items 
which contain inscriptions. Addi- 
tional clues to the dating of rings can 
be found in the techniques used to 
hold the stones, or in the forms 
themselves, 


Three statues on view, brought 
from Hisham's Palace in Jericho and 
which depict figures wearing jewel- 
ry, add local clues in a dramatic 
fashion. In addition, the beautifully 
designed and gently lit display is 
backed with Indian miniatures and 
Moslem paintings which depict the 
“use of the items displayed in front of 
them. 

But deciding where and why they 
were made is not always ‘so easy. 
Jewelry has always been easy to loot 
and carry. off and has equally often 
undergone complete transforma- 
tions, with stones being taken from

one object for use in another. The 
research discussed in this show tries 
to sort out geographical, chronolo- 
gical and form-related technical de- 
sign aspects, something often com- 
plicated by the influence of classical 
Jewelry and continued production in 
the Graeco-Roman, Byzantine and 
Sassanian traditions. {t is amazing to 
see how certuin successful designs of 
gold clasp eartings, first worked out 
in ancient Rome, maintained their 
populurity not only in the 12th cen- 
tury, but in this one as well,

“objects. The wearing of expensive 


jewels by men is prohibited (except 
for rings used for seal purposes and 
which often covered the hands of 
17th-century Persians), and the 
Koran, while describing those in 
Paradise as being bedecked with 
jewels, inveighs against the acquisi- 
tion of precious things for personal 
use, But women were allowed to 
wear jewels given to them as wed- 
ding presents. ᾿ 
Women’s jewelry was sometimes 
made from and with coin. Pre- 
Islamic Arabs had looked down on 
craftsmen: jewelry in Islamic coun- 


tries was often made by Jews; in the ' 


Middle Ages it was known as a 
Jewish ‘craft. Jewelry was so rare in 


some areas thut it was melted down 
to make new picces. 


Fear of Crusader conquest and 
Beduin raiders led to the burial of 
impressive hoards of Fatimid coins 
and jewelry recently excavated at 
Tiberias, Caesarea and in Jerusalem 
(early examples of what is τυ αν 
known as patam balatot, or floar-tile 
dollars). Evidently the owners of 
these hoards did not excupe with 
their lives. 

The exhibition offers an explana- 
tion of the many techniques popular 
in different parts of the Iskimic 
world, explaining the differences, 
for instance, between the ever- 
popular filigree found in Fatimid 
Egypt or Seljuk Sytia. Early smiths 
either hammered gold and silver into 
sheets or into thin wire, soldering the 
two together before adding precious 
stones, enamel or niello, a black 
compound of copper, lead and sul- 
phur. | 


Many of the gemstones in rings, 
bracelets and pendants served as 
talismans and were inscribed, at first 
with a brief religious ‘text or the 
name of the owner. From the 14th 
century on, flat-cut comelians, for 
instance, were engraved with long 
texts in cursive. In Persia, the names 
of Shi'ite imams wére popular. The 
origin of these gemstones can be 
identified by the style of the script. 


. For-example: after the 17th century, 


the nastaliq script was used in Iran; 
in Turkey it was nakshi:

On glass

PAINTING ON the back of glass 
was once it folk tradition a century 
ago in this country - and indeed in 
many others, like France, Austrians 
Britain and many East European 
countries. The most exciting expo- 
nent of the art today is {srael's lead- 
ing living naive, Gabriel Cuhen of 
Jerusalem, as can be seen from a 
charming collection of his work cur- 
rently exhibited together with other 
glass paintings by Frieda Gefen and 
Rahel Rubin. 

_ The method is not as easy as it 
looks, for everything must be ap- 
plied “backwards” in layers. Oils are 
usually favoured, as they can be 
wiped oul when mistakes occur and 
also enable the artist to scratch or 
work into the pigment from behind, 
leaving a hole or outline to be co- 
vered by a subsequent colour. ‘The 
signature, for instance, often has to 
be painted first. 

The Cohen paintings here, mostly 
snail, deal with his usual bibtical and 
personal symbolism. They range 
from a quite transcendental painting 
of Moses appearing before the multi- 
tude with the Tabicts of the Law, 
rendered in tich warm colours and 
with clever depth, to scenes of 
orgiastic fove in the moslem houri 
tradition. There's humour too, with 
a little painting of a couple seated 
modestly on a couch with a carnivore 
tepresenting desire draped across 
the man's knees. It may be uncon- 
scious symbolism, but Cuhen has 
entitled it “Beauty and the Beast”! 

Gefen learned to paint on glass in 
Rumania when hee husband was the 
Israeli ambassador there (1978-82) 
and she has been influenced by 
Rumanian methods and images. 
Two of the works rise above all the 
others: a stylised Adam and Eve and

GABY KLASMER (b. Israel, 1950) 
a Bezalel graduate who is one of 
Israel’s most exciting and original 
young painters, usually works with 
Superlac on smovth card on a grand 
scale, often adding piquant messages 
or titles in Hebrew transliterated in 
English lettering. This time around, 
he surprises us with several dozen 
miniature oils on canvas urranged 
geometrically over the entire wall, 
The change of scale has not affected 
the fecundity of ideas; there are 
enough here for dozens of full-scalé 
paintings and, indeed, one can see 
these tiny oils as sketches for the 
bigger works. But despite their small 
size, they often possess a 
monumentality of composition. 
What they do lack is the bite of clean 
colour and painterly precision that 
Klasmer has been able to achieve 
with his industrial paints. 

Also on view are a few small 
horizontal strip paintings containing 
little more than a transliterated 
name but Klasmer, as usual, suc- 
ceeds in investing them with an 
enigmitic quality 

In the adjoining annex are recent 
works, mostly paintings on paper, by 
10 artists assoviated with this venue.

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ANSEL ADAMS (1902-1984), 
photographer, conservationist, wri- 
ter, teacher and theorist, was one of 
the truly great American personali- 
ties of this century. His unique vision 
of the grandeur and wildness of 
America's scenic landscapes is cele- 
brated here through more than 100 
black-and-white photographs:. 

Adams found the effect of direct 
sunlight on his subjects monotonous 
and unrevealing, preferring instead 
early morning or late afternoon 
light, or special weather conditions 
(mist, clouds, storm) which would 
illuminate his scenes in a definitive 
way. He introduced the concept of 
pre-visualizing a picture, where the 
photographer could intellectually 
determine his end-result by deliber- 
ate selection of tens, filter and spec- 
tral range. He also ‘introduced the 
technically innovative “zone sys- 
tem” of tonal scaling in which gra- 
duations from black ta white were 
organized into 10 progressive steps, 
with the result that a film could be, 
developed according to required 
densities and precise standards. 

The photographs on display are on 
joan from the Friends of Photogra- 
phy, Carmel, California, (an enter- 
prise co-founded by Adams in 1967 
und of which he was first president) 
now the largest creative photogra- 
phy organization in the world. Many 
works date from the 1940s and the 
war years, when, Adams’ heroic im- 
ages of America’s glorious West 
came to represent for many the great 
democratic land for which its sol- 
diers were then fighting. Among this 
group, is Adams" transcendental im- 
age of ‘Moonrise over Hernandez, 
New Mexico’ (1941), snapped only 
seconds before sunset, when hori- 
zontal shafts of light separate a filter- 
blackened sky from a rural enclave 
below, in which only the crosses in a

village cemetery are starkly illumin- 
ated. 

Well-represented too are Adams's 
series, dating from the fate ‘40s, 
depicting America's national parks 
and monuments, Adams, in all 
cases, succeeded in producing un- 
usual, yet sublime, images. ‘Clearing 
Winter Storm’ over Yosemite 
National Park, was snapped in the 
first brief moment when the sun had 
burst through evaporating cloud. 
Some of his photos are close-ups, of 
trees, rocks or leaves; a few are 
abstract images, as, for instance, 
those of vast expanses of pristine 
sand-dunes. 

Although Man had little place in 
Adams's landscapes, he made many 
bse portrait-pictures, Among

THE HOLY LAND depicted as a 
battlefield for fanatic conquests is 
the theme of Yuval Dantell’s graphic 
paintings and drawings.

In her paper, Ginsburg contrasted 
Supreme Court decisions in gender- 
equality cases over the past 25 years 
of the feminist revolution. She cited 
a 1957 case in which a Florida 
woman was found guilty of murder- 
ing her husband by an all-male jury. 
Her appeal to the Supreme Court, 
based on the argument that the ex- 
clusion of women from jury duty in 
that state had deprived her of the 
ual protection of the law, was 
rejected in 1961. 

Judge Ginsburg nated that the 
decision had been made by the sup- 
posedly liberal Warren Court. In 
contrast, the supposedly conserva- 
tive Burger Court, beginning in 
1971, “declared law after law, both 
federal and state, unconstitutional 
for discriminating unconstitutionally 
‘on the basis of sex." 

In the interval between those two 
periods, Judge Ginsburg argued, 
one of the most profound social 
revolutions had tuken place in the τ 
U.S. “For the first time in our na- iy 
tion’s history, the ‘average’ woman ἘΠ 
was experiencing most of her adult : 
years in a household not dominated 
by child-care requirements. Col- 
umbia economics professor Eli 
Ginzberg has called this develop- 
ment “the single most outstanding 
phenomenon” of the era in which we 
are living. 

“The Supreme Court needed 
education before it was equipped to 
make the gender-equality decisions 
of the 1970s,” Judge Ginsburg said. - 
‘And the justices gained that educa- 
tion, primarily from the press and 
the briefs filed in court, and private- 
ly, I suspect, also from the aspira- 
tions of women, particularly the 
daughters, in their own families and - 
communities.” 

Ruth Bader Ginsburg, who was 
named to the Federal Circuit Court 
of Appeals in Washington D.C. as 
president Jimmy Carter's last judi- 
cial appointee, warns, like Glen 
Loury, against getting too far ahead 
of public opinion. Progress in the 
fight for women’s rights can only be 
won by acombination of social dyna- 
mics, a process of public education, 
appropriate legislation and court de- 
cisions, she says.

‘For example, when we 
published an article on pornogra- 
phy, we had to work out a comprom- 
ise. Some of the editors felt that. 
there was no place for illustrations 
debasing women in our journal; 

others felt that it was impossible to 
denounce the phénomenon without 

showing some exumples. In the end 

we agreed to publish a limited num- 

ber of pictures." 

I met five of the eight editors of 
Noga in the pleasant apartment of 
architect Rahel Ostrowitz, on whose 
wordprocesser much of the maga- 
zine is produced. There was genera!

“Oh, we know that question very 
well,” comments Aviva Ein-Gil, 
who works on the layout of the Tel 
Aviv local paper, Ha'tr.

respect for domestic and other 
chores which women usually do. 
Above all, they want the abolition of 
Stereotypes, the end of the brain- 
washing process that begins at birth, 
which conditions both sexes to think 
that certain jobs are “for women" - 
or “not for women.” 

They are udamant that Israel lags 
far behind other Western societies 
with regard to equality for women. 
Practical architect Anat Ben-Ari 
acknowledges that there has been 
some progress, but it has been too 
little and too late. Rahel Giora, a 
lecturer in linguistics, allows that 
Israelis are more aware of the issue 
today, but says that there has not 
been any real change in behaviour. 

Ben-Ari gives an example of a 
London art gallery which asked that 
an Israeli team setting up an exhibi- 
tion should be composed half of men 
and half of women. The request was 
received in Israel with hilarity. 

Ostrowitz emphasizes thai they 
support affirmative action of this 
Sort because of the current raw deal 
that women have in Israel. In Utopia 
of course, it would not maiter 
whether you had 90 per cent men on 
some project and maybe 90 per cent 
women on something else, As it is, 
almost all the important decisions in 
Israel ure made by men, she main- 
tains. 

She also thinks that women often 
perform: better than men,.through a 
desire to prove themselves. Male 
executives often admit this, she 
Notes. “But even if they aren't bet- 
ter, they should still have an equal 
chance,” interrupts Giara. 

Noga is run almost entircly by 
women. Only one mun appears on 
the masthead. But they do publish 


articles by men. Again, in an ideal 
society, they would have male edi- 
tors, designers and administrators. 

Ofcourse, most of the readers are 
women, says Ostrowitz. If Noga had 
many male readers, the journal 
might not be necessary, she suggests. 

They are all adamant that femin- 
ists cannot be right-wing or nationa- 
listic. What about Geula Cohen? 
That is a typical male mistake: the 
fact that 1 woman does something 
does not make her feminist. Some 
women do very anti-feminist things. 

They also insist that Orthodox 
Judaism is incompatible with femin- 
ism. The secular Israeli has the prob- 
lem of religious coercion, notes 
Giora. “But ἴ have a double prob- 
fem: not only am I forced to live by 
certain religious laws, but these laws 
give me an inferior status.” 

Ben-Ari thinks that Alice Shalvi, 
the Orthodox campaigner for 
women’s rights, is “logical in the 
current Israeli reality,” when she 
demands improvements in the status 
of women from the religious estab- 
lishment; but in the long term she 
insists that feminism and Orthodoxy 
are incompatible. 

None of the political patties repre- 
sent them, they say, but they ack- 
nowledge a certain sympathy for the 
Citizens Rights Movement. In the 
event that an edition is published 
during an election campaign, they 
don’t anticipate advising their rend- 
ets to vote for a specific party. 

Only when we arrive at the ques- 
tion of army service does (he dis- 
cussion become very slightly heated. 
Miri Krasin describes as “dema- 
gogic’” my suggestion that they 
should support the service of women 


in combat units. “It's like saying that 


Arabs should not have the vote un- 
less they do national service," she 
says. Ben-Ari adds that had women 
served in all ranks and participated 
in the decision-making process, 
there might have been fewer wars. 

No Israeli institution gives Noga 
any support. Their only financial 
backing comes from “a marvellous 
group called Women to Women - 
USA-Israel." They intend to apply 
to the Education Ministry and other 
bodies for assistance. 

Again rejecting the stereotype of 
the feminist as anti-mate, embit- 
tered, ugly and frustrated, they point 
out that among the eight editors are 
married, single, and divorced 
women, some with children. 


BENNY ZA‘ADA started his jour- 
nalistic career on Rehov Rashi, the 
short-lived chain of local papers, 
continuing as layout man on Olam 
Ha’isha, followed by work on un 
economic journal and uw sports 
Paper. Prior to that he had been a 
neighbourhood actiVist in Tel Aviv's 
Hatikva quarter. In 1980, he partici- 
pated in the famous sit-down strike 
in Mayor Shlomo Lahut’s office.

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IMPRECISE FOOD labelling can 
be hazurdous to your health. This is 
an inescapable conclusion after a 
brief investigation into what is and 
what isn’t permitted in the way of 
food labeling and promational 
claims in Israel today. 

According tu the director af the 
Health Ministry's Food Administra- 
tion, a woman died here three or 
four years aga because she ate saus- 
age containing soya, to which she 
was allergic. Yet, adinits the Minis- 
try’s Daniel Reichman, Israeli ford 
labelling luws continue to permit the 
listing of soya under the general term 

- “vegetable protein.” While Reich- 
nian says there are “plans to change 
the demands for labelling sausages 
to specify their proteins exactly," 
this has not yet heen done. 

A similar story, but one withuut a 
fatal ending, is told by food tech- 
nologist Dr. Yorum Malevski, a staff 
adviser at the Histadrut's Consumer 
Protection Authority. He reports 
that a consumer suffered a serious 
asthma attack after eating dried fruit 
treated with SO, (sulphur dioxide) 
as ἢ preservative. Lubelling laws 
here permit the general term “pre- 
servatives” without specifying what 
they are. 

‘These two cases should serve as 
warnings ta local consumers who 
have a known sensitivity to any par- 
ticular substance, or who want to 
avoid any specific ingredicnt for 
whatever reason: they cannot rely 
solely on what is printed on food 
packages in Israel. because, in most 
cases, the laws here still permit 
jumping uf various ingredients 
together into broad categories such 
as ‘“Sinimal protein,” “starches,” 
“sugars, “spices,” οἷς. When in 
doubt, aconcerned consumer should 
contacl the manufacturer directly. 

There is a continuing battle over 
detailed food tabelting between 
manufacturers and consumer advo- 
cates, with government authorites 
caught somewhere in between. 
Manufacturers argue that precise 
ingredient labelling is costly, is clum- 
sy to print on small packages, and 
may confuse or alarm the consumer 
because so much of the terminology 
is chemical. Consumer bodies coun- 
ter that the public has aright to know 
exactly what it is eating, for consid- 
erations of health or simply freedom 
of choice. In this‘country, the ultra- 
Orthodox, for reasons of kashrut, 
join cause with the secular consumer 
advocates in fighting for precise food 
labelling. 

Food manufacturers, however, 
wield considerable influence in the 
Standards Institute committees 
which draw up and periodically re- 
vise food labelling standards. There 
is an overall official Standard No. 
1145, “Labelling of Prepackaged 
Foods,” which has the force of law, 
plus specific rules for certain food- 
stuffs, such as honey and dairy pro- 
ducts, embodied in separate Stan- 
dards of their own. The Health 
Ministry's Food Administration is 
authorized to interpret and enforce 
all food labelling standards. The 

Heaith Ministry also derives power 

. from the Public Health Law to enact 

regulations of its own about labelling 

Of foods deemed to have specific 

health ramifications, such as artifi- 

., ς dal sweeteners or dietetic products. 

: In fairness, both the Ministry of 
Health and the consumer organiza- 
tions are agreed on the desirability of 
greater detail in labelling, but they 
want {o go about it differently, 
Reichman of the Ministry's Food 
Administration talks about giving 
manufacturers “positive encourage- 
ment" to increase the precision of 
terminology and the amount of nut- 
‘ritional information on their packag- 
ing.. Since dietary and, nutritional 
claims are a popular way of promot: - 
ing foodstufis these days, the minis- ἡ 
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try instructs manufacturers that if 
they wish to make a single nutrition- 
al claim, such as “tow salt" or “no 
cholestero!,"’ they must accompany 
this with a full nutritional table on 
the packaging. An ever-increasing 
number of products are appearing in 
this fashion on our shelves. 

For the Histadrut's Consumer 
Protection Authority, volunteerism 
on the part of manufacturers is not 
sufficient. Its stafffood technologist, 
Dr. Maleyski, contends that the gov- 
ernment should require detailed 
labelling of ingredients on packaged 
foodstuffs, even if this must be done 
in letter-and-number codes for 
reasons of space, Consumers could 
be provided with a booklet explain- 
ing these codes — ds he saysis done in 
England. “1 have seen British shop- 
ΒΞ in supermarkets with such a 

ook in hand. It’s a bestseller 
there,” he claims. 


A DRAMATIC exampie of what 
happens here in the absence of preci- 
sion labelling requirements can be 


_ Seen in the frozen vegetarian pro- 


ducts of Tivall, of Kibbutz Lohamei 
Hageta’ot. On the market for less 
than two years and geared to a 
clientele which is more health con- 
scious than the average, Tivall would 
be expected to be a paragon of 
labelling virtue. Not so. 

Tivall’s “vegetarian sausage" uses 


“the general term “vegetable-origin 


protein” to cover its two major ing- 
redients: soya and wheat. This sin of 
omission is problematic not only for 


consumers sensitive to soya, but also’ 


for those who must avoid wheat 
because it contains gluten. A gluten- 
free diet is prescribed for sufferers of 
celiac disease, whose systems are 
unable to absorb gluten.

Obviously celiac sufferers must 
learn to interpret the fine print on 
food labels and must realize that 


“vegetable. protein" or ‘flour’ 


might indicate the presence of 
wheat, baricy, malt or rye ~ all of 
which. they must avoid. But why 
make it harder for them, especially 


‘on a product which incorporates the 


term feva (nature) in its trade 
name? 

Cornered by me at a recent lun- 
cheon to show off Tivall products, its 
general manager Gezy Kaplan con- 
ceded that the term “vegetable pro- 
tein” was picked nof in order to 
disguise the presence of wheat, but 
to hide the presence of soya from the 
average consumer, "Soya had a bad 
name here,” claims Kaplan, because 


earlier soya-based products tended © 


to have a “beany” taste. He claims 
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the soya used by Tivall today ns a raw 
material is totally devoid of taste, 
and he says the time may have come 
to mark “soya and wheat” clearly on 
Tivall labels -- when they are next 
redesigned. Meanwhile, Daniel 
Reichman of the Food Administra- 
tion promises me he will look into 
the possibility of requiring Tivall to 
specify the names of there two veget- 
able proteins. 

A second complaint I have re- 
ceived about Tivall is that its pro- 
ducts contain the flavour-enhancer 
monosodium glutamate (MSG), 
although this is not evident from the 
labels. Tivall'’s Kaplan says that the 
MSG inits products is covered by the 
labelting term “spices,” and he in- 
sists that its presence is one of the 
Teasons Tivall products are so tasty, 
and that the amount used is unlikely 
to harm anyone. In general, Kaplan 
contends that the current fad among 
health-conscious people to avoid 
MSG is much ado about nothing. . 

When I asked the Food Adminis- 
tration how MSG should be listed on 
labelling, Reichman replied that it 
can either be named specifically (as 
most soup-powder manufacturers do 
here today) orit can be hidden under 
the general term “flavour enhancer” 
(homrei ta'am ve-re’ah in Hebrew). 
‘This term does not appear on Tivall 
labels. Reichman was not sure 
whether Tivall was within the law in 
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including MSG under “spices,” but -

The literate are also not immune 
to the blight. Airplane mechanics 
who cannot read instructions prop- 
erly muke futal mistakes in their 
repairs. Mliteracy contributes heavi- 
ly to the ranks of the unemployed, 
the imprisoned and the emotionally 
ill, which cost the U.S. economy 
$20b. a year. An uneducated work 
force produces less. America’s soph- 
isticated military machine, and 
therefore her defence, is being 
undermined by an ever-dwindling 
pool of men who possess basic read- 
ing and writing skills. As illiteracy 
grows, consumerism declines, and 
that spells the end for the growth of 
the American economy. 

Kozol's book, which might better 
have been entitled “The Illiterate’s 
Manifesto.”’ outlines several 
strategies, some rather radical, for 
conquering illiteracy in America. 
Kozol points out that. unlike any 
is The Writer's Art by James J. Kil- 
patrick. Here is literacy at its best for 
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other disudvantaged group, illiter- 
ates first have to be found and 
gathered up, because their shame 
and their obvious disability prevents 
their organizing from within. The 
legwork and the knocking on doors 
will have to be done by the teachers. 
With the teaching roles being filled 
hy university students and retired 
people. custs will be kept down. As 
progress is made, “recycled” illiter- 
utes will take over some of the 
gathering and teaching duties. 

At the same time. Kozol suggests 
flooding the U.S. with free new 
books. Millions of unsold buoks are 
“relegated to the shredder every 
year.” These free bouks would con- 
tribute to the raising of literacy Jevels 
in America, which in turn would 
eventually raise the standard of liv- 
ing. And coming full circle, the au- 
thor notes, literate people with lei- 
sure time on their hands buy books. 

In spite of its clarion warning to 
the American government and pub- 
lic, Miterate America will most prob- 
ably be read and forgotten, if it is 
read at all. As Kozol himself is 
aware, those for whom his book was 
written are unable to read it. For 
those who can read it, time is run-

The effort assumes u variely of 
names and pretexts, the most cam- 
monly used being the “historizn- 
tion” or ‘historicization’ of thut 
period of German history. Also used 
are terms like ‘‘functionalism,” 
which is contrasted with “inten- 

ism,” the point being that the 

horrors sprang net fram some 
evil intent but from the realitics of 
daily life and, in the main, the re- 
quirements of mexternization and 
industrialization. 

One West German historian, 
Ernst Nolte - the well-known author 
of Three Faces of Fascivm -- has gone 
so far as to draw an analogy between 
the horrors perpetrated by the Bol- 
sheviks in their drive for farm collec- 
tivization and the long-sustained and 
coldly calculated mass murder of 
Jews and others so diligently con- 
ducted by the Nazi regime. And, just 
in casc somcone wonders: Why the 
Jews?, Nolte hints broadly at an 
answer. Citing an obscure and long- 
forgotten remark made by Chaim 
Weizmann in the early days of World 
War [I to the effect that Jews every- 
where were bound to take Britain's 
side in its war against Hitler, Nolte 
brazenly implies that in his campaign 
of annihilation against the Jews, Hit- 
ler was in fact acting in self-defence! 

Of the three books under review, 

all dealing with various aspects of 
anti-Semitism in Germany and of 
German attitudes to the Nazi reg- 
ime, only Opposition to National 
Socialism refers to post-war German 
historiography, and then indirectly. 
In his introduction to this collection 
of papers and essays based upon the 
proceedings of a symposium orga- 
nized by the Hebrew University in 
1984, Professor Moshe Zimmer- 
mann refers to the engerness display- 
ed by some German historians to 
widen the circle of opponents to the 
Nazis to include not only those who 
were prepared to tuke concrete ac- 
tion aguinst the regime, but also the 
multitudes who expressed their dis- 
sent and abhorrence of Nazism and 
Nazi praclices “in a more mundane, 
less dramatic manner." 

Zimmerman doubts whether the 
association of this kind of behaviour 
with the concept of resistance is at alt 
justifiable. He speaks of “the infla- 
tion of the number of Germans who 
took part in the resistance” to Naz- 
ism, and suggests that the desire to 
produce the impression that opposi- 
tion to National Socialism was wide- 
spread derived from the need to 
counter the standing accusation that 
Germans generally blindly followed 
the Nazis" path. This trend, the edi- 
tor assests, began in the 1970s, when 
the focus of research on National 
Socialism “was transferred...from 
the study of the hard core of loyal 
Nazi Pasty members to the broad 
masses: not party members, but 
those whose behaviour exhibited a 
tacit consent with the regime.” It 
was then that the need arose for 
brondening the field to embrace 
“millions” who allegedly expressed 
their distaste for the Nazis.

by West German historians and 
teachers of history, the rest by Israeli 
experts from the Hebrew Universi- 
ty. It is interesting to note that in his 
own contribution, "The Potential of 
Resistance Among the German 
Jews," Zimmermann reaches: the 
conclusion that, in essence, the Jew- 
ish community did not hehave dif- 
ferently from German society as a 
whole. "It too,” he writes, “exhi- 
hited that low potential of opposi- 
tion which facilitated the establish- 
ment and eventual entrenchment of 
the Nazi regime in Germany.” Other 
contributors include Hans Momm- 
sen, Klaus Tenfelde, Christoph 
Kilessmann, Wolfgang Schieder and 
Christof Dipper, from Germany and 
Yisrael Gutman, David Bankier, 
Shlomo Aronson and Hedva Ben- 
Israel. The book includes an ex- 
panded English version of the edi- 
tor's introduction. 

Tronically enough, the man who 
was largely responsible for introduc- 
ing the subject of German resistance 
to Nazism into post-war German 
historiography was a historian called 
Hans Rothfels who, though duly 
converted to Christianity, was 
according to the Nazi definition “a 
full-blooded Jew." In July 1934, 
Rothfels was dismissed from his post 
as professor of history al Konigsberg 
University, but he left Germany only 
on the very eve ofthe war. Two years 


-after the war ended, he wrote his 


first paper on the subject. It was 
initially published in the United 
States and then in Germany, to 
which he, returned in 1950. He was 
subsequently appointed to a position 
in the University of Tubingen, then 
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as acting chairman of the Associa- 
tion of German Historians. 

Zimmermann suggests that Roth- 
fels* interest in the subject derives at 
least partly from his desire “to justify 
in retrospect his own behaviour and 
the behaviour of his immediate so- 
cial and political environment." 
Rothfels, he adds, in view of his 
Jewish ancestry, was no doubt un- 
comfortable with the fact that he had 
continued to live and work in the 
Third Reich, admiring German 
nationalism. Be that as it may, many 
Germans must have found it conve- 
nient that a historian of Jewish des- 
cent should cultivate and nurture 
“the questionable alibi of German 
opposition to Hitler.” 


NOR WAS Rothfels atypical of 
most German Jews of the period. Or 
soit appears from a close rcading of 
George Mosse's extremely instruc- 
tive German Jews Beyond Judaism. 
These Jews, we are told, acquired 
what amounted to “a new faith" that 
wis to suit their German citizenship 
~ Bildung. Now the word Bildung 
combines the meaning of “educa- 
tion” with notions of character form- 
ing and moral education, “Bildung 
and the Enlightenment joined hands 
during the period of Jewish eman- 
cipation,” Mosse explains; “they 
were meant to complement each 
ather...Surely here was an idea 
teady-made for Jewish assimilation, 
because it transcended all differ- 


. ences of nationality and religion 


through the unfolding of the indi- 
vidual personality.” 

Thus the concept of Bildung “be- 
came for many Jews synonymous 
with their Jewishness, especially af- 
ter the end of the 19th century, when 
most Germans themselves had dis- 
torted the original concept beyond 
recognition.” However, while Bil- 
dung as an idea virtually dis- 
appeared, Bildungsburgertum per- 
sisted as the social group to which 
many German Jews belonged and in 
which they played their remaining 
‘rather controversial and thoroughly 
futile role. 

The theme of Mosse’s book is the 
so-called German-Jewish dialogue. 
It is the author's conviction, howev- 
er, that both those who claim that 
such a dialogue never took place and 
those who believe that Jews had a 
large space in which te become Ger- 


mans ‘seem to have missed the most -

a personal identity beyond religion 
and nationality.” 

Such asearch, needless to say, was 
doomed to failure from the very 
beginning. Secking a personal 
identity beyond religion and 
nationality in a country like Ger- 
many in the period 1871-1933 is a 
pipe-dream if ever there was one. 
The trouble - or rather, onc of along 
series of troubles -- is that Jewish 
identity itself “had to be redefined, 
as Jewish emancipation ted to Jewish 
assimilation..." : 

.It may well be true that such 
redefinition “did not mean a rejec- 
tion of that (Jewish)identity” and 
that German Jews were “for the 
most part” fully aware of their Jew- 
ish origins. The difficulty, however, 
is that Jewish identity is not given to 
redefining. What is ‘often asserted 
in retrospect,” and what the author 
does not accept -- namely that such 
redefinition was tantamount to a 
tejection of Jewish identity -- cannot 
be so easily dismissed. 

German Jews Beyond Judaism is 
truly heart-rending in places. For 
example: As fate as 1933, when the 
Kulturbund Deutscher Juden was 
established as a result of the Jews" 
exclusion from German cultural life, 
its director Julius Bab explicitly de- 
nied that the Jews wanted to erect 
their own ghetto walls through this 
cultural organization. “We do not,” 
he explained, “want to cultivate a 
one-dimensional Jewish culture, but 
the prand German culture whose soil 
nourished us; for this culture repre- 
sents the most dignified approach to 
all that is human, an integral part of 
Jewishness." 5 

Not only did this not work; it was 
never likely to work — and the isola- 
tion of German Jewry became a fact 
long before Hitler's declaration of 
war against the Jews in 1937.

Bipartisan 
political groups, organizations of 
Nazi death camp survivors, mem- 
bers of Congress, veterans and 
numerous religious leaders vigor 
ously protested the president's deci- 
sion to visit the German_ military 
cemetery at Bitburg, which con- 
tained graves of Hitler's Waffen 58. 
A friendly encounter between two 
allies in the name of reconciliation 
evolved into a web of political 
errors. 

Bitburg and Beyond is a skillful 
Presentation of the White House 
decision which aroused the fre and 
passion of American Jewry.

As 
a Channel 4 television journalist. he 
has made documentaries on the 
Baader-Meinhof group as well as on 
Middle Eastern and worldwide ter- 
rorist phenomena. His cast of char- 
acters is international and includes 
the Basyue separatist ETA, the Red 
Brigades uf Italy, various factions of 
the PLO, France's Action Directe 
and the Armenian Secret Army. 
Although Segaller wisely offers no 
ultimate solutions to the problem of 
terrorism, he does deal cogently with 
the psychology and motives of ter- 
rorists both individually and collee- 
tively.

SHARI BENSTOCK, director of 
the Center for Study of Women’s 
Literature at the University of Tulsa,

PHILIP STEELE’S Tactics of Ter- 
ror examines the same issues, but at 
a significantly lower intellectual 
level. Although not specifically 
slated, one has the feeling that this 
heavily illustrated volume was in- 
tended for use in simulaling not 
overly bright high-school students to 
exumine the issues. Despite the 
slickness and the apparent “ques- 
tions” poséd to the reader, the 
answers are all implied, and just a bit 
simplistic. 

The book is replete with many 
black-boxed quotes, and one is 
tempted to wonder just haw much 
John Donne, William Blake, or even 
Margaret Thatcher have to say about 
terrorism today. The auther’s pen- 
chant for quoting Jerry Rubin (“You 
can't be a revolutionury today with- 
out acolour television set...") makes 
one wonder if his answer to the 
terrorist threat might not be to hang 
a poster of Che Guevara over the 
exit gates of international airports. ΓΙ 


Well, how crucial was it? To the 
creation of a literary “movement,” 1 
suppose it was very helpful. But a 
literary movement is only as valu- 
able as the works of art it contains; at 
the risk of belabouring the point, we 
read and enjoy books, not move- 
ments. For ail their important con- 
tributions, buoksellers and maga- 
zine editors and publicists just don’t 
rank with the artists whose works 
they promote. So there’s no sense 
comparing a Nuncy Cunard, who 
was primarily a publisher and editor. 
with Ezra Pound - or for that matter 
with Edith Wharton. 

Benstock knows this well enough. 
She merely raises the point because 
that's what another movement cur- 
rently demands. She then goes on to 
assert another idea — that Modern- 
ism, 4 literary outlvok that reflects 
rebellion and chaos was, not coin- 
cidentally, a byproduct of the les- 
bianism practised by most of the 22 
women chosen for her study. 


FINE, that's a reasonable thesis - as 
far as these women were concerned.

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AS THE Israel Festival neared the 
half-way mark this week, we drop- 
ped by the stuclio of sculptor Muki 
Ben-Juki, who was putting the 
finishing touches on a monumental 
work to be unveiled in a spectacular 
happening at the festival's conclu- 
sion on June 14. 


We found Muki atop his 40-metre 


scaffolding, where he was wielding 


his chisel and trowel on the nose of 
his massive, 300-ton sculpture. 
Muki's project, called Peace Piece 
1987, combines the grandeur of Mt. 
Rushmore and the glory of Luxor 
into an image of festival director 
Oded Kotler moulded entirely from 
chopped liver. 

“The statue itself of course is only 
part of the project,” Muki told us 
through a cloud of flies. “On the last 
day of the festival, we truck it down 
to the Hinnom Valley. There we 
place it in a reclining position on a 

iant bed of lettuce. Then while the
